Dominion  Parliament  Has  No 
Power  to  Pass  Legislation 
Governing  Solemnization  of 
Marriage  or  Validity  Thereof 


Tha  Judg-ment  by  the  privy  council  In 
""tne  case  stated  to  it  by  the  Oomlnlon 
government  dealing  with  the  proposed 
Lanciister  bill  and  the  present  marriage 
luws  of  the  provine-e  of  Quebec  Is  de- 
cisive and  final  on  one  Important  point. 
It  declares  that  the  Dominion  parlia- 
ment had  no  power  to  pass  leglBlatlon. 
governing:  the  solemnization  of  mar- 
riage or  of  fixing  the  conditions  which 
determine  the  validity  of  marriaga.  It 
finds  that  all  these  powers  ere  inher- 
ent in  the  provinces  and  ran  hr>  «xfir- 
.clsed  only  by  the  provincial  legisla- 
tures. 

In  this  the  privy  council  conflrma 
the  finding  of  the  supreme  court  of 
Canada,  This  was  also  the  view  taken 
of  this  legal  question  by  leading  law- 
yers of  the  present  and  former  parlia- 
ments— by  Sir  Alan  Aylsworth.  former 
minister  ot  jiuitlco;  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier, 
Rt.  Hon.  Mr.  Borden  and  Hon.  C.  J. 
Doberty,  the  present  minister  of 
j  uBtice. 

Tiw  second  ipipiortant  point  submlt- 
'tea  la  th«  stated  case,  their  lordahlpa 
decline  to  deal  with.  This  was  a  Ques- 
tion, whether,  under  the  circumstance 
prevailing  in  the  celebrated  Herbert 
c&se,  two  Catholics  married  in  the 
provinoe  of  Quebec  by  a  Protestant 
clergyman  the  marrlaffe  was  legal. 
WOien  the  ooSs  wraM.  bsfope  the  Canadian 
supreme  court  the  chief  Justice  of  Can- 
ada declined  to  oi^swer  this  question  on 
the  ground  thet  an  actual  case,  nq^  a 
hypothetical  questlou,  was  already  be- 
fore the  courts  of  Quebec  for  a  de- 
cision. Justlcas  Idlngton,  Duff  and 
Oavies  held  that  such  a  marriage  was 
legal,  while  Mr.  Justice  AngUn  held 
that   It   was   invalid. 

TO  HiriiMrt  Txibuaai 
The  refusal  of  the  privy  council  to 
render  a  judgment  will  moke  it  neces- 
sary that  the  Herbert  case  should  be 
carried  to  the  court  for  final  action.  In 
this  case  Mr.  Justloe  Charbonneau,  of 
the  Quebec  superior  court,  found  that 
the  marriage  was  legal.  This  judgment 
ia  now  under  review  by  the  highest 
court  In  the  province  of  Quebec  Their 
decision,  when  rendered,  can  be  appeal- 
ed again,  the  case  being  carried  direct- 
ly to-  the  privy  council  by  way  of  th« 
supreme  court  of  Canada.  The  legal 
representatives  of  the  province  of  Que- 
bec asked  the  supreme  court  not  to  give 
an  answer  to  question  miinfber  two, 
which  dealt  with  the  Interpretation  of 
a  law  of  the  province  and  repeated  the 
request  at  the  hearing  of  the  case  ■be- 
fore   the    privy    council. 

To  sum  up,  the  situation  now  Is 
practically  what  It  was  believed  to  be 
a  year  ago:  the  status  of  mixed  mar- 
riages and  of  marriages  of  Catholics 
before  Protestant  ministers  In  Quebec 
remains  in  doubt  and  can  only  be  de- 
termined by  legislation  arising  out  of 
actual  casps  and  carried  to  the  ultlmafe 
court   of   appeal. 

The  Dominion  parliament  Is  power- 
less to  intervene  and  Institute  a  gen- 
eral Dominion  law  or  a  provincial  law. 
It  has  no  power  whatever  with  respect 
to  the  solemnization  of  marriages. 
Tlia  Judrmaat 
LONDON,  July  29. — The  judgment  of 
the  judicial  committee  of  the  privy 
council  onVthe  Ne  Temere  case,  deliv- 
ered today.  In  effect  is  to  confirm  the 
answers  given  by  the  four  judges  of 
the  supreme  court  of  Canada  that  the 
Lancaster  marriage  bill  was  ultra 
vires.  Their  lordships  expressed  the 
opinion  that  the  provincial  legislatures 
in  legislating  on  the  solemnlEa^lon  of 
marriage  within  the  province  could  im- 
XK>se  conditions  affecting  the  validity 
of  the   contract. 

Concerning  question  number  two. 
"Does  the  law  of  the  province  of  Que- 
bec render  null  and  void  unless  con- 
tracted before  a  Roman  Catholic  priest 
a  marriage  otherwise  legally  binding 
between  (a)  persons  both  Roman 
Catholics  and  (b)  persons  one  Of  whom 
Cdattnoed  on  Page  t,  OoL  *, 
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OTTAWA.  July  2».— The  govwnot- 
««n«ral  bu  daalt  with  eaaea  ot  thrca 
parsons  iMtenoed  to  daath,  W.  B. 
J«ra«i,  Takahaahl  and  Albert  >IcDou- 
»an.  all  from  British  Columbia.  The 
sentence  of  MoDourall  Is  cominuted  to 
life  Imprisonment.  In  the  other  cases 
the  law  will  talca  its  course.  The 
prisoner  James  had  been  arrested  for 
holding  up  a  storekeeper  and  robbing 
hl-n.  Whilst  In  lawful  custody  he  de- 
liberately shot  the  constable  in  whose 
cbaive  he  was. 

As  to  the  case  of  McDougall,  the 
murder  was  the  result  of  a  drunken 
brawl.  The  vlctjm  was  the  first  cou- 
sin of  the  condemned  man.  and  the 
two  young  men  had  alway--^  lived  on 
the  beat  terms.  McDougall  and  hla 
cousin  had  been  plied  with  liquor  by 
certain  persons,  and  he  got  wildly  In- 
toxicated and  shot  his  relative  and 
friend.  The  feeling  prevails  In  in- 
fluential quarters  that  the  breach  of 
lav  Involved  In  giving  liquor  to  In- 
d'.ins  should  be  punished  -far  more 
severely  than  la  now  the  case.  Indeed, 
the  lash  la  advocated  by  some  for  per- 
sistent offenders  in  this  respect.

Railway  Commission  Orders 
Company  to  PayHSreat  Bull< 
of  Cost  of  Downtown  Via- 
ducts for  Vancouver 


VANCOUVER,  July  29. — To  the  sur- 
prise of  even  the  city,  the  major  por- 
tion of  the  cost  of  four  viaducts  for 
east-end  streets  crossing  the  cross- 
town  indtutrlia  tracks  of  tbs  Great 
Northern  railway  .  was  charged  up 
against  the  company  by  a  decision  of 
the  railway  commissioners  this  morn- 
ing. The  total  cost  of  the  work  ia  es- 
timated at  t*80,eOO. 

Last  January  the  council  subrhltted 
a  bylaw  to  the  cltlrens  asking  for  $600,- 
000  for  the  work,  but  the  proposal  was 
defeated  at  the  polls.  Then  the  ques- 
tion was  further  looked  into  as  regards 
the  liability  of  the  Great  Northern  and 
according  to  the  decision  today  the 
city's  share  took  an  unexpected  drop  to 
a  figure  something  under  $200,000.  The 
B.  C.  Electric  railway,  the  lines  of 
Which  cross  the  Great  Northern  and 
which  was  first  on  the  ground,  are  to 
pay  only  a  few  thousand  dollars.  The 
Great  Northern  tracks  are  to  be  de- 
pressed. The  Railway  Commission  also 
gave  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  six 
months  in  which  to  formulate  a  pro- 
posal and  plans  for  the  construction  of 
a  tunnel  across  Vancouver  to  avoid  the 
level  crossings  now  In  use  between'  the 
company's  waterfront  wharves  and  sta- 
tion and  the  local  yards  On  the  south 
Bide.

OTTAWA,     July     29. — The      governor- 
-geaerai   has   signed   an    or<i'^r-'"--'=oMncil 
requiring     the     Grand       Trunk     Pacific, 
within    thirty    days      from    August    1    to 
lease    the    stretch      of    transcontinental 
line    from    Superior    Junction    to    Trana- 
cona.         This    action      is    in    accordance 
with     the       recommendation       by     Major 
Leonard,     chairman     of     the     transconti- 
nental   commission.      Major    Leonard    on 
June    17    gave   notice    to    the   contractors 
to  have  the  line  completed  by  Aug.  1.     A 
month    later,      on    July    2i    last.    Chief 
engineer    of    the      transcontinental    com- 
mission,   Mr.     Gordon    Grant,    signed    a 
certificate   that    the   stretch    in   question 
was   completed,   or   was   so   far  advanced 
that   the   contractor   had   had   time   to  do 
so  between  June  17  and  Aug.   1.     Acting 
on       this      certificate.     Major       Leonard 
wrote  to  Hon.  Mr.   Perley,  enclosing  the 
certificate    and    confirming      the    state- 
ment  by   grant.     When   he   passed   over 
this  section  about  July   U,  Mr.   Leonard 
said    the   work   was   practically   finished, 
there  remaining   to   be  done  but  a  small 
amount    of    work    which    could    readily 
be   completed  by  a   small   force   of  men 
In  a  few   days.     Accordingly   the  order- 
In-councU    was   Issued. 

The  situation  is  somewhat  compli- 
cated by  the  fact  that  the  Q.  T-  P- 
company  figures  in  the  matter  In  the 
double  capacity  of  contractor  and  rail- 
way company.  This  section  originally 
was  contracted  for  by  Mr.  J.  D.  Mc- 
Arthur.  Another  contracting  firm  had 
the  contract  for  a  short  stretch  about 
eleven  miles  from  Pelican  Falls  to  Su- 
perior Junction.  Ob  August  1.  1911. 
however,  Mr.  McArthur  turned  his  con- 
tract over  to  the  O.  T.  P.  Railway  com- 
pany, who  agreed  to  complete  the-  line. 
The  G.  T.  r.  also  took  over  the  contract 
for  the  Pelican  Falls  to  Superior  Junc- 
tion section. 

Knst    Alter    Status 

For  the  past  year  the  situation  has 
been  that  the  O.  T.  P.  has  been  buijdlng 
the  road  for  the  transcontinental  com- 
mission and  that  when  the  road  Is  com- 
pleted the  same  O.  T.  P.  Is  to  lease  the 
road  from  the  transcontinental  commis- 
sion. The  government  is  now  requiring 
the  O.  T.  p.  to  alter  Its  status  from 
that  of  railway  builders  to  that  of  rail- 
way   operators.

FORT  WILLIAM,  July  J9,— A  riot 
which  resulted  in  the  serious  wounding 
of  six  persons  and  minor  injuriea  to 
many,  occurred  in  Port  Arthur  tonight. 
Chief  of  Police  McLennan  was  knocked 
senseless  by  a  club  in  the  hands  of  an 
enraged  foreigner;  Constable  Schllllker 
received  a  bullet  wound  in  the  back; 
Constable  -Peterson  was  badly  clubbed 
and  three  foreigners,  names  unknown, 
■were  wounded  by  bullets.  All  is  quiet 
now,  although  several  hundred  foreign- 
ers are  hanging  around  the  scene  of 
the  trouble  and  It  is  expected  If  any 
person  attempts  to  go  to  work  rioting 
will  break  out  afresh.  Ths  96th  regi- 
ment has  been  called  out.  It  Is  wold 
that  Chief  McLennan  may  not  recover. 

Two  hundred  men  In  the  employ  of 
the  C.  N.  R.  Coal  and  Ore  Pock  company 
quit  work  without  any  demonstration 
this  afternoon.  They  declared  a  strike 
on  account  of  a  fallurie  to  get  on  in- 
qrease  In  wages  of  about  five  cents  an 
hour  from  the  award  of  a  board  of  con- 
ciliation which  made  its  report  last 
week.  T»»«''i  board  consisted  of  Judge 
McKay,  F.  F.  Horrlgain  and  Frederick 
Urry.  The  first  two  named  reported 
against  any  increase  over  the  rates 
which  averaged  twenty-five  centa  an 
hour.

OTTAWA,  July  29.— "Th*  truth  Is 
that  the  country  is  confronted  from 
the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  wHh  a.  " 
situation  at  commercial  and  Industrial 
growth  which  calls  for  vigorous  action 
as  far  as  transportation,  especially,  is 
concerned,  and  the  wise  and  Judicious 
expenditure  of  very  large  sums  of 
money  If  we  are  to  keep  abreast  of  tiie 
tlmea." 

The  above  statement  Indicates  the 
Impressions  made  upon  Hon.  F.  B. 
Monk,  minister  of  pabllc  works,  as  the 
result  of  his  tour  of  ijrlver  stretches  of 
the  St.  Lawrence  and  the  Great  Lakes. 
The  statement  today  of  the  minister 
reviewed  his  trip  and  strongly  em- 
phaswed  the  need  of  so  equipping 
Canadian  lake  ports  as  to  en- 
able them  to  hold  their  legitimate 
share  of  the  enorraously  increasing 
"traffic  from  the  west.  He  also  "made 
important  statements  upon  the  equip- 
ment of  the  Pacific  porta  and  drydock 
at  Quebec. 

Padflc  Coast  Vssds 

Hon.  Mr.  Monk  described  the  need 
of  further  Improvements  on  the  Paci- 
fic coast  as  urgent,  and  said  he  had 
Intended  going  at  once  to  British  Col- 
umbia, but  had  found  this  impossible. 
However,  representations  from  Pacific 
ports  cannot  be  overlooked,  he  said- 
After  a  visit  to  Quebec  he  would  visit 
the   Pacific   province. 

"Our  Pacific  ports,"  he  said,  "Just  at 
this  Juncture  are  practically  unim- 
proved and  are  in  presslngr  need  of 
harbor  works,  suitable  pabllc  buildings 
and  all  the  requirements  of  a  country 
with  an  immense  future  before  it.  Peo- 
ple there  are  naturally  anxious  to  keep 
pace  with  the  great  strides  forward 
which  are  being  made  at  all  American 
Pacific  ports.  They  are  right,  and 
their  representations  cannot  be  over- 
looked." 

Dealing   with    the   Quebec   situation, 
Hon.    Mr.    iMonk    said    that    proposals 
towards  building  adequate  drydock  ac- 
commodation there  have  recently  coin* 
before  the   government,   which   as  yet 
has  not  been  able  to  decidd  what  to  do. 
The  accident  to  the  impress  of  Britain- 
emphasized  the  need  for  such  a  dock.! 
Regarding  the.  insuranoe  rate*,  ho  ad* 
vocated  the  formation  of  »  Caoadlaai 
Lloyd's.

Lord  Chancellor  Haldane  opened  by 
reciting  in  full  the  Queatkma  aubmltted 
by  the  jfoverilment  of  CaJiada  to  the 
Canadian  supreme  court,  aa  already 
publlahed,  and  went  on  to .  auote  the 
unawera  filve^i  by  .^he  Canadian  court. 

The  decision  of  theae  queatlona,  the 
lord  chancoUor  continued;  turns  on 
the  construction  to  be  placed  on  aec- 
tlons  91  and  »2  of  the  ailtlah  North 
America  Act  of  188".  Section  91  en- 
acis  that  the  parllument  of  the  Do- 
mliilun  may  makt  laws  for  the  peace, 
order  and  good  goveriimenl  of  Canada 
rflatlns  to  all  matters  not  conilnB 
within  tlasfies  of  subjects  by  the  act 
assigned  •exclusively  to  the  legisla- 
tures of  the  provinces.  And  for  greatur 
certainty,  but  not  so  as  to  restrict  the 
jjenerallty  of  tfie  foregolns  terms  at 
tills  sacllon.  It  doulaies  tl.at,  notwltli- 
Htu.ndlii«  anything  in  tlic  act,  the  ex- 
tluslvfl  legislative  authority  of  the 
parliament  of  the  Dominion  extends  to 
all  matters  coming  within  the  classes 
of  subjects  enumerated.  One  of  these  is 
i)yirrift:?o  and  divorce.  The  section  con- 
lUidos  with  the„  d<'claratlon  that  any 
iiiattor  coming  within  any  of  the  enum- 
otated  classes  shall  not  be  deemed  to 
rome—rrlth+n — tire  ~cl«a«-*t>f—mit«  era  of 
a  local  or  private  nature  comprised  lu 
the  enumeration  of  classes  of  subjects 
l)y  the  act  asalffned  exclusively  to  the 
U'Kislatures    of    the    provinces. 

Section  92,  went  on  his  lordship, 
enacts  that  in  each  province  the  leeis- 
laiure  mny  exclusively  make  laws  in 
reliitlon  to  matters  coming  within  the 
rlasscs  of  sirtijerts  enumerated  In  this 
sf-itlon.  Among  those  Is  the  aolciTinir.a- 
tion  of  marriage  within  the  provinces. 
Tlie  enum-eration  also  Includes  among 
■ithor  things  property,  civil  rights  and 
;;eniu-ally  matters  merely  of  a  local 
or  private  nature  wltliln  the  prov- 
ince.

Thirty  tho^uand  aniry  dock  workers 
held  a  masa  meetin*  in  Boifthwark  park 
yesterday  and  unanimously  rejected 
the  tnanlfeato  Issued  by  the  committee 
respecting  resumption  of  work. 

Protesting  that  their  leaders-  have 
betrayed  them  Into  uncondlttonai  sur- 
render, the  mtp  adopted  a  resolution 
not  to  resume  work  until  they  consuW- 
ed  their  unions.  • 

The  decialon  of  the  dockers'  leaders 
to  order  the  men  to  return  to  work  was 
taken  as  a  result  of  their  failure  to 
organUe  a  general  strike  of  the  trans- 
port workers  of  the  country  in  sym- 
pathy with  the  London  mm.  Although 
large  funds  have  been  raised  for  the 
relief  of  the  men's  families,  the  assist- 
ance afforded  was  slight  compared 
with  the  extent  of  the  distress.  Some 
of  the  leaders,  too,  lost  the  sympathy 
of  the  public  by  uttering  threats  ot 
violence. 

The  refusal  of  the  dock  workers  was 
given  practical  effect  today,  when  a 
ver\'  few  of  the  men  returned  to  work. 

The  secretary  of  the  strike  com- 
mittee today  .>-ald  that  the  strike  pro- 
bably would  be  continued.  Several 
factions  Involved  will  meet  today  to 
discuss  the  qtiestion,  and  it  Is  expected 
that  mo.st  of  them  will  vote  for  a  con- 
tinuance   of   the   strike.

His  majesty  had  bis  own  busi- 
ness managers,  who  made  lUs  Invest- 
ments _f  or  hlni.  and  who  admlalaxeri-d 
his  estato  His  Income  was  enormous, 
and  he  had  b«cn  generous  In  givlnff 
and  len*ii»»  frcrm  n  for  the  govern- 
ment's needs.  At  the  clmsc  of  the 
China-Japan  war,  he  was  presented 
with  10,M0,00»  yen  as  a  mark  of  the 
gratitude  of  the  people,  but  It  is  whim- 
pered that  this  was  merely  returning 
to  him  money  which  he ,  had  secretly 
advanced  to.  carry  on  that  war.  ,  He 
QWned  almost  four  million  acres  of 
, f<>rests,  which  are  valued  at  about 
sixty  million  dollars.

Heferenees    have    been    made    In    our 
Brlllsli   despatches    to   the  proposals  for 
a  measure  of  land  reform  foreshadowed 
by  Mr.  I-loyd  George  in  a  recent  speech 
and  wc  were  told  that  there  was  a  split 
in  the  Kovernment  over  U.     This  seems 
to  be  ciuite  inaccurate.     Mr.  Asqulth  re- 
cently told  the  House  of  CommoMs  that 
ho  and  his  colleagues  endorse  and  sanc- 
tion   the    policy   Indicated   by   the  Chan- 
cellor of  the  Exchequer,  and  that  a  com- 
mittee   oonslstins    of    present    and   past 
members  of   the  house  has  been  formed 
to    investigate    the   whole   land   question 
"and  collect  data  upon  which  a  land  pol- 
icy   can    be    baaed.      He    added    that    the 
government,    not    the    committee,   would 
be    responsible    for    the    measure    that 
would  be  brought  down,  but  It  naturally 
wished   to  be  as   well   Informed  as   pos- 
sible cm   the  subject   before   committing 
itself  to  any  details.     The  matters  to  be 
coMldered    by    the    committee    are    as 

roUow 

The  demand  for  land  and  the  diffi- 
culty of  obtaining  It  through  holdlng-up. 
excessive   prices    and    restrictive    coven- 

ants; 

The  local  burdens  of  taxation  and 
their  distribution  on  land,  buildings  and 
improvements; 

Housing,  urban  and  rural;  the  demand 
for  houses;  the  shortage  of  houses,  and 
the  reason  for  It; 

Urban     leaseholds     and 
provcments; 

Rural  leaseholds,  conditions  of  ten- 
ure, restrictions  as  to  cultlva'.lon  and 
the  economic  results  of  farming. 

AfTricultural  laborers,  their  wages,  and 
allotments. 

Tills    is    certainly    a    very    formidable 
prcgramme,  but  if  we   may  Judge  from 
the   tone   of  the  weekly  press,   which   Is 
nipKlly    Browing   in    Influence      In      the 
United  IClngdom.  there  is  a  strong  feel- 
••v;   abroad   that  very  radical  legislation 
14    needed,   and      will      be      forthcoming. 
Thus,    we   find.  The   Nation    saying:    "If 
rights   are   to   be   conferred   on   the   peo- 
ple,   we   must    kiiep    In    view    the   rights 
of  which   they   have  been  despoiled.    "We 
Unow   that  the   village  of  today  la  com- 
|)Osed,    as   far   as    the   main   body   of    its 
workers  are   concerned,   of  landless  lab- 
orers.    We  know,   also,   that  the  village 
of    a    hundred    to    a    hundred    and    fifty 
'   years  ago  was  largely  composed  of  men 
owning  land,   or     possessing     rights     in 
land?     How  did  the  change  take  place?" 
Mr.     Jesse    Colllngs,.  writing    1-n     The 
Nineteenth  Century,  says  "the  system  of 
landlord  and   tenant   is   a  comparatively 
modern    one;    the    traditional    system    is 
that    of    ownerships    In 'the    persons    of 
peasant    proprietors      and      yeomen,      to 
which  class  the  defence  of  England  was 
always  entrusted,- and  to  which  the  rnak- 
ing  of  the  empire  is  mainly  due." 

Of  all  the  measures  for  which  the 
present  British  ministry  Is  responsible 
none  will  prove  more  far-reaching  than 
this  one.  That  It  will  be  strenuously 
opposed  goes  without  saying;  but  that 
the  present  land  system  will  be  permit- 
ted to  continue  by  the  people,  after  the 
.  new  franchise  bill  becomes  law,  Is  ex- 
ceedingly Improlftble.

Mr.  Bourassa  has  little  patience  with 
those  -'who  make  a  show  of  Bavage  loy- 
allsni  and  undivided  Imperialism."  «e 
grows  very  sarcastic  when  considering 
the  value  of  any  Canadian  contribution 
to  the  British  fleet,  and  takes  the  posi- 
tion that  the  only  country  that  can 
conquer  Canada  is  the  United  States, 
against  which  we  have  taken  no  pre- 
oaulion.s  to  defend  ourselves.  He  says 
Hiot  the  Kreneh-CHnadians  have  done 
ihcir  share  in  keeping  Canada  within 
the  Kniplre,  and  thinks  they  ouffht  to 
bo  allowed  to  form  their  own  ideas  a.s 
to  their  duties  in  the  future  without 
heins  accused  of  "cowardice,  sedition 
iind  ingratitude."  He  declares  himself 
in  favor  of  defending  "the  flag  and 
the  constitution,"  but  believes  these  are 
in  no  danger  of  assault  from  without. 
The   only   real   peril   affecting   them   will 

inatlon  of  the  majority  over  the  min- 
ority." He  than  proceeds  to  consider 
the  question  of  annexation  and  in  this 
point  we  quote  his  language  in  full. 
because  to  condense  It  would  be  to 
obscure   his   point  of   view.      He   says: 

Why  do  you  not  commence  by  pro- 
tecting yourselves  against  the  univer- 
sal contagion  of  American  Ideas,  man- 
ners, and  mentality  which  already  char- 
acterize all  the  manifestations  of  your 
domestic,  intellectual  and  social  life? 
This  is  a  moral  annexation,  the  prelude 
to  political  absorption,  and  more  to  be 
dreaded  than  the  catastrophes  prophe- 
sied by  the  howling  dervishes  of  Im- 
perialism. 

Just  examine  yourselves.  Americans 
you  are  already  by  your  language,  your 
nasal  pronunciation  and  familiar  slang; 
by  your  dress,  by  your  dally  habits, 
by  the  Tankoe  literature  which  inun- 
dates your  homes  And  your  clubs,  by 
your  yellow  journalism,  by  boasting 
and  solemn  formulas,  by  noisy  and  in- 
tolerant patriotism,  by  the  worship  of 
gold    and    the    glitter    of    titles. 

You  are  Americans  precisely  by 
those  things  which  separate  you  the 
most  from  us;  by  your  system  of 
schools,  which  are  a  servile  Imitation 
of  American  schools  called  "National." 
where  your  children  under  a  system  of 
lamination  ere  formed,  or  rather  d-e- 
formed,  into  a  perfect  image  of  little 
Yankees,  while  we  remain  faithful  to 
the  old  British  principle  of  respect  for 
the  liberty  of  the  conscl'cnce  of  fathers 
of    families. 

Against    this    Americanizing    tendency 
he     thinks     the    only      barrier      is       the 
French  language,  but  this  he  says  may 
prove    ineffectual     because      when       the 
Anglo-Canadians     predominate    in    num- 
bers   and    language    they    are    likely    to 
Americanize    the    French-Canadians.

Moreover;  It  la  easy  to  conceive  of  cir- 
cumstances under  wJilch  It  may  be  Im- 
perative to  leave  by  the  front  door.  In 
the  case  of  accident  or  anything  occa- 
sioning a  pAnlc  every  exit  ought  to  be 
available.  There  Is  no  use  In  say;ng 
that  In  such  a  case  the  motoneer  would 
unfasten  the  front  door.  Perhaps  he 
might  and  perhaps  he  might  not.  If 
he  did  not,  the  company  would  be  clear- 
ly  answerable  for  any  damage  that 
might  arise  from  his  failure  to  do  so. 
The  tramway  company  has  no  right  lo 
pack  a  car  full  of  people  and  then 
close  one  of  the  doors  ao  that  they  can- 
not get  out  In  case  not  only  of  emer- 
gency, but  In  the  ordinary  use  of  the 
care.  It  Is  to  be  noted  further  that  In 
the  newer  oars  the  company,  by  a 
painted  sign  over  the  front  door,  dl- 
rects  passengers  to  leave  tha,t  way.  We 
Invite  the  attention  of  the  local  man- 
agement to  this.

Final  Work  Done  Yesterday  to 
Big  Receptacle   Whic 
Four  Years  Has  Been 
Elephant  to  City 


or 
White 


The  work  of  repairing  Smith's  Hill 
reservoir,  which  has  b<en  under  way 
more  or  less  continuously  since  Decem- 
ber last,  was  completed  yesterday  morn- 
ing, and  the  city,  after  an  expenditure 
amounting  to  about  fTO.OOO,  has  now 
what  is  claimed  to  be  a  water-tight  re- 
ceptacle for  Its  reserve  supply  o^  water. 

The  asphalting  of  the  Joints  in  the 
cement  floor  and  walls  was  finished  in 
the  morning,  and  as  soon  as  the  east- 
ern half  of  the  reservoir  is  washed  out. 
It  will  be  In  readiness  to  receive  water. 
In  the  western  half  there  was  yester- 
day morning  about  four  and  one-halt 
feet  of  water.  Kvery  effort  will  now 
be  made  to  fill  the  entire  reservoir, 
though  with  a  continuance  of  warm 
weather  conUltlonB  this  will  prove  a 
difficult  matter  as  the  water  pumped  In 
over-night  is  nearly  all  used  during  the 
day. 

The  history  of  the  reservoir  has  been 
a  chequered  one,  and  ever  since  its  con- 
Ktructlon,  nearly  four  years  ago,  it  has 
been  a  source  of  trouble  and  annoyance. 
l''rom  the  time  when  it  was  first  admit- 
te-d  tuhat  the.  liiiiluixfi.  was  amuunUug  to 
nearly  400,000  gallonK  per  day  tintil 
early  thl.s  .sprins-,  when  the  council  de- 
lermlnerl  to  make  a  good  job  of  repair- 
ing it,  and  called  In  Mr.  R.  H.  Thomson, 
llie  Seattle  expert,  to  prepare  plans,  the 
work  has  been  a  source  of  frequent  and 
generally  acrimonious  discussion  in  city 
council  circles.  Kven  after  Mr.  Thom- 
son took  hold  of  the  work  and  his  plans 
were  being  followed  out,  the  troubles 
did  not  cease,  the  necessity  of  curtall- 
ln>,'  the  supply  during  that  period  arous- 
ing frequent  objections  from  consumers. 
Now,  however,  it  Is  predicted  that  these 
troubles  will  end  just  as  soon  as  the  re- 
serve can  be  raised  to  the  point  where. 
In  case  of  extra  drains  upon  the  supply, 
there  will  be  sufficient  to  meet  de- 
mands. 

The  reser\oir  originally  cost  between 
$S9,000  and  tlOO,()00,  and  since  It  was 
first  brought  Into  service  nearly  as  much 
has  been  spent  In  one  way  or  another 
repairing  It  tm<l  mt^klng  of  It  what  the 
ratepayers  paid  for  In  the  first  place — 
a  reservoir  which  would  hold  water. 
The  original  work  has  been  completely 
4:elined  with  cemera,  a  division  wall  ten 
feit-Jn  height  erected  from  north  to 
south,  dividing  the  reservoir  In  half  and 
alterations  made  In  the  Intake  and  out- 
let pipes,  as  well  as  other  changes,  mak- 
ing towards  the  better  maintenance  and 
ease  of  operation  of  the  receptacle.  As 
oriRiniiUy  constructed,  the  reservoir  was 
to  hold  16,000,000  gallons  of  water,  but 
with  the  new  lining  this  capacity  will 
be  reduced  a  trifle,  though  not  ma- 
terially.

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GERMAN  LEGISLATOR 

DEPRECATES  WAR 

Dr.  Paaiohe,   Tlce-CPresldent   of     Xeiob- 

stay ,  Paaaea  Tluronirb  Ylotorla— Says 

Xntaatloaa   Ara   X>Mo«fiil 


Dr.  Hormann  PaafeChe,  vice  president 
of  th(>  German  Reichstag,  who  left  by 
the  R.  M.  S.  Kmpress  of  India  on  a 
tour  In  .Japan  and  China,  in  an  inter- 
view denied  that  Germany  sought  war 
with    Great   Britain.      He  said; 

"it  was  with  deep  regret  that  I  read 
an  account  of  Mr.  Winston  Churchill's 
speech  on  the  naval  question.  The 
sober  opinion  of  the  people  of  Germany 
is  against  war  with  Khgland  or  anyone 
else  for  that  matter.  We  have  an  ex- 
ipanding  trade  and  commerce  and  we 
need  a  strong  navy  and  army  to  pro- 
tect them.  We  have  no  intention  of  de- 
claring war  on  England.  Such  a  war 
would  be  a  calamity  to  both  nations." 
"Germany's  intenlluiis  are  misunder- 
stood. Great  Britain  la  almost  yearly 
adding  to  her  great  territory  In  all 
parts  of  the  world.  Not  so  long  ago 
she  piecured  all  South  Africa  and  the 
rest  of  the  world  made  little  ado  about 
It.  Just  now  she  Is  planning  to  take 
over  half  of  the  Persian  empire,  giving 
the  other  half  to  Russia.  She  has  im- 
mense 'possessions  in  all  parts  of  the 
world.  On  the  other  hand  if  Germany 
plans  to  acquire  even  a  small  and  In- 
significant island  or  a  piece  of  un- 
developed Africa  there  is  a  terrible  out- 
cry. There  Is  at  once  talk  of  Germany's 
sinister  plans  to  establish  a  strategic 
location  to  be  of  use  In  a  future  war  of 
aggression. 

"Germany's  position  Is  a  perfectly 
logical  one.  At  present  there  Is  no  sur- 
plus population.  There  Js  room  and 
work  for  all  of  the  present  80,000,000 
people  but  In  a  short  time  at  the  pres- 
ent rate  of  increase  this  condition  will 
be  changed.  Sho  must  have  an  ovit;et 
for  he>r  surplus  population  of  the  fu- 
ture." 

Dr.  Paaaohe  was  here  asked  how  Qer- 
,(,many  proposed  to  secure  this  needed 
territory  and  rei)lled:  "By  peaceful 
means  only.  Aren't  your  German  cltl- 
sena  in  Canada  amonr  the  moat  peace- 
ful and  law  abidins  of  your  residents? 
We  will  extend  our  traue  and  our  com- 
merce by  peaceful  means.  We  have 
some  German  outposts  no'W  where  "we 
can  send  our  surplus  population  and 
bullA  up  fine  colonlea. 

VWe  have  not  now.  and  probably 
never  wiU  have,  the  naval  atrenith  of 
Oreat  Britain.  I  would  like  to  make 
that  plain.  But  we  have  an  army  and 
navy  which  ommatida  resiwet  wHarever 
the  Of rman  flas  1«  Men.  That  la  the 
basic  Idea  of  our  haval  cxp«n»lon.. There 
fe  nothing  nlnlhter  about  It*

Rev.  Dr.  Campbell  Preaches 
His  Last  Sermons  as  Pastor 
of  First  Presbyterian  Church 
to  Large  Attendances 


R«v,  Dr.  Joltn  Campbell,  %(t«r  «,  mln- 
l«try  «xt«ndint  over  twenty  years, 
preached  hie  laat  eermone  aa  paator  ot 
tbe  Flrat  Presbyterian  church  consre- 
gatlon  yesterday.  The  edUioe  was  filled 
at  both  aervlcee.  The  service  In  the 
evening  was  fully  choral,  the  fine 
choir  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  J.  O. 
Brown   rendering   the   music   faultlesBly. 

In  the  morning  Dr.  Campbell  took  as 
the  text  of  hie  sermon  IQxodus  17:16 — 
"Jehovah-Nisai,    the    Lord    our    banner." 

"Altars  were  originally  erected  for 
eacrlflce."  said  Dr.  Campbell,  "and  also 
to  commomorate  great  hlatorlcal  events 
The  altar  which  Moses  erected  and 
upon  the  face  of  which  was  Inscribed 
this  name,  Jeho;rah-Ni.8sl,  was  to  com- 
memorate the  victory  of  the  host  of 
Israel  over  their  enemy  the  Ajnalekltes. 
It  wa-s  customary  for  the  Oriental 
kings  to  Inscribe  their  own  names  upon 
the  banner  carried  before  their  army 
Into  the  battle,  and  this  inspired  every 
soldier  with  courage.  The  banner  was 
the  rallying  centre  of  the  army  In  ac- 
tion, and  the  soldiers  followed  It  wher- 
ever  it  led." 

neri»..ihe.  preacher  prpvcd  Itla-deaciat 
from  Sir  Colin  Campbell,  of  Balaclava 
and  Indian  Mutiny  fame,  by  plving  a 
number  of  vivid  and  interesting  Illus- 
trations of  his  context,  driiwlng  hl.s 
Hiaterlal  from  battles  ancient  and  mod- 
ern. 

Coming  nearer  home  he  referred  to 
the  Christian's  banner  with  the  inscrip- 
tion "Jehovah-Nissl"  In  connection 
with  his  own  work  at  the  First  church 
for  the  past  twenty  years,  and  to  the 
■faith fulne.ss  of  his  congregation  to  the 
Loid  of  Hosts.  He  also  referred  to  th  » 
pleasant  times  he  hud  enjoyed  with  all 
classes  of  the  church,  l>oth  old  and 
young,  and  the  cordial  relations  that 
had  existed  between  hlm."5elf  and  the 
ministers  of  other  denominations  In 
the  city.  In  conclusion  he  expressed 
his  warm  thanks  to  the  elders,  man.-i- 
gers,  Sundny  school  teachers,  choir 
and  other  church  organizations  for  th-. 
help   they   had   given   him. 

At    the    close    of    the    =»rvloe    the    con- 
gregation   sang    "Mlzpah,"    the    symbolic 
jneaning   of   which    Is    "The    Lord    wptch 
"'  between   thee   and   me   when   we  are  ab- 
sent one  from   the   other." 

Dr.  Campbell,  at  the  evening  service, 
Instead  of  preaching  a  sermon,  gave  an 
interesting  historical  sketch  of  the 
progress  the  city  had  made  during  tho 
twenty  years  he  had  occupied  the  posi- 
tion of  pastor  of  the  I'lrst  Church,  the 
pioneer  of  Presby terlanism  west  of  the 
Rockies  He  referred  to  the  Improved 
streets,  lights,  and  the  fine  hulldlngs. 
He  pointed  with  r''lf'°-  to  these  .  and 
made  an  eloquent  allusion  to  the  ag- 
gressive government  of  the  McBrld>> 
administration. 

Dr.  Campbell  gave  his  congregation 
something  of  an  eye-opener  when  he 
contrasted  the  school  buildings  of  to- 
day with  that  of  twenty  years  ago.  Ho 
showed  the  advan'-e  In  the  moral  tone 
of  the  city,  and  declared  that  the  prcp- 
ent  provincial  administration  had  given 
BUtlsh  Columbia  a  temperance  act 
more  stringent  and  wt!;h  a  better  ma- 
chinery to  enforce  it,  than  that  which 
any  other  province  of  the  Dominion 
now  has.  The  Sunday  schools  were  in 
good  condition,  and  the  churches  wer* 
well  attended,  and  the  ministers  of  th«* 
city  were  faithful  men.  The  church 
buildings  were  behind  the  age.  but  no 
less  than'  five  congregations  were  now 
erecting  churches  that  would  be  abreast 
of  the  times  and  a  credit  to  the  city 
The  doctor  contrasted  the  boats  oii 
the  regular  routes  twenty  years  ago 
with  the  floating  palaces  now  plough 
Ing  the  .straits  of  Georgia  and  Fuca. 
He,  In  conclusion,  paid  a  very  high 
tribute  to  the  press  of  the  city  for  It* 
advocacy  of  that  which  wag  high  and 
noble  and  good,  and  the  help  It  gav<» 
the  churches  In  Improving  the  moral 
tone   of   society. 

Dr.  CampbelVs  address  was  full  of 
optimism,  sunshine  and  cheer  for 
church  and  state.  The  service  closed 
Dr.  Campheirg  pafltorate  In  the  city, 
and  the  large  congregation  stood  and 
sang  with  heartfelt  emotion  "Cod  be 
with   you   till    wc   meet  again."

The  Iilghting  Scheme — The  scheme 
for  the  ornamental  Illumination  of  the 
gateway  to  the  city  received  attention 
at  last  night'a  Viieoting  of  tlie  city 
cournjl,  on  the  rearling  of  a  letter  from 
tho  secretary  of  the  board  of  trade 
urging  that  the  council  arrange  to  pro- 
ceed at  onco  with  the  city's  share  of 
th-e  project.  Both  the  mayor  and  Ald- 
erman Gleason,  chairman  of  the  light 
committee,  pointed  out  that  there  had 
been  a  misunderstanding  of  the  posi- 
t.k>n  of  the  council.  There  had  been  no 
disposition  shown  by  the  council  to  be 
dilatory  In  the  matter,  and  the  secre- 
tarj-  of  the  hoard  will  be  informed  that 
the  plans  are  all  ready  so  that  the  work 
may  be  gone  on  with  at  once,  just  as 
soon  as  tl\e  assurance  s  forthcoming 
that  the  private  parties  to  the  project 
are  willing  to  bear  their  Share  of  the 
co.st. 

Sewers   by    Contract — The   desirability 
of   doing  certain   of   the   sewer   construc- 
tion   work    of    the    city    by    contract    In- 
stead   of    by   day    labor   came    before    the 
city    council    last   night   in    a    recommen- 
liatioii    from    the    city    engineer    to    that 
end.

Even  In  the  cane  of  the 
Sultan  of  Turkey,  the  head  of  the  Mo- 
hammedan church,  the  Begum  refused 
to  depart  from  her  custom  and  retained 
the  thick  veil  while  she  conversed  with 
him.  After  the  audience  was  over,  she 
removed  the  covering  from  her  face  so 
that  she  might  converse  freely  with  the 
Sultana.  In  an  K.ldress  to  her  fellow- 
Lountrywomen.  the  Besum  deprecated 
the  Idea  of  leaving  the  harem.

Delay  in  Installing  Water  Con- 
nections and  Sewers  Com- 
plained of  — Cit>L  Council 
Promises  Prompt  Action

The  grievances  of  the  resident*  of 
Oaiflanda  were  aired  at  a  conf(>repc-e 
with  th«  cUy  council  prior  to  the  regu- 
lur  session  of  that  body  lust  evenlriK, 
when  a  large  deputation  was  In  at- 
■teml«nce  In  the  nomrtiiltee  room  at  the 
cUy  hall.  The  water  CiHunilaslDuer 
and  the  city  oiikIihht  woic  i>rr-.senl, 
tind  explained  the  status  oC  varloua 
matters  In  thi-ir  dei)artinent.s  which 
hart  been  c-oni|dylned  <yf. 

iMr.  J.  W.  Cumpbell  acted  as  spokes- 
man tor  the  deputation,  ■/hlch"  num- 
bered about  3."..  iie  explained  that 
residents  of  Oaklands  were  opposed  to 
the  proposed  box  drains,  and  on  this 
point  the  mayor  .said  that  the  council 
would  not  accept  the  plans  which  had 
been  drawn. 

Tho  second  point  on  wliich  there 
was  dLs.satisfaction  wa.s  that  relative 
to  water  connections,  the  third  that  of 
tho  widening  of  iUllsldo  avenue,  and 
the  fourth  the.,aewerage  accommoda- 
tion. 

Mr.  Campbell,  refurrlng-  to  the  mat- 
ter of  the  widening  of  Hillside  avenue, 
mentioned  that  since  Wednesday  last, 
^•hen  this  tT»att«r-vyas-brouij;ht^mx.a.t.A- 
pubilc  meeting,  he  had  noticed,  that 
notices  had  been  sent'out  to  properly 
<iwners  asking  dhem  to  submit  their 
claims  for  compensation.  And  in  re- 
spect to  sewers  he  wfv?  glad  to  see 
that  a  start  had  at  last  Veen  made  on 
Shelbourne  street. 

At  the  request  oj  the  mayor.  Mr. 
Raymur  explained  the  reason  why 
greater  progress  had  not  tae.»n  made  in 
eotftiection  with  the  water  services.  In 
January  last  the  sum  of  S200.000  had 
been  voted  by  the  ratepayers,  hut  for  a 
variety  of  reasor/s  the  pipe,  which  was 
promp-tiy  ordered,  failed  to  arrive.  .lu.st 
as  soon  as  the  material  capie  to  hand 
a  start  would  be  made  with  the  work 
on  the  Clarke  subdivision.  Pipe  would 
also  be  laid  along  the  'Jorge  road  sec- 
tions. 

The  mayor,  in  respect  to  the  Hlll- 
.side  widening  scheme,  said  that  It 
was  hoped «to  arrive  ai  a  settlement 
with  the  owners  over  the  price  of  land 
very  shortly.  He  assured  the  deputa- 
tion that  the  council  was  desirous  of 
hurrying  the  work  along. 

Mr.  Rust  explained  islie  status  of  the 
sewer  problem  as  affecting  Oakland.", 
and  presented  a  plan  of  the  work.  In 
respect  to  the  widening  of  Hillside 
avenue,  ho  advised  that  the  potl'.lon- 
ers  amend  their  application  to  re-ad  for 
a  lO-foot  roadway  between  the  curb 
insie:rd  of  SO  feet.  He  would  prepare 
plans    for    both    schemes. 

Dr.  Hall,  as  a  member  of  the  hoard 
of  school  trustees,  said  that  the  new 
.•rhool  for  the  dt.^trlct  would  probanly 
be  undertaken  just  as  soon  as  th* 
plans  had  been  prepared,  now  that  the 
ratepayers  had  passed  the  bylaw 
granting  the  money.

Some  recent  t>ulIotlns  published  by 
the  Dominion  department  of  agricul- 
ture are  worthy  tbe  study  of  all 
thouse  endeavoring  to  make  a  living 
out  of  the  land.  Theory  without  prac- 
tice is  uscleBu  but  the  experience 
gained  by  other  people  can  oftttn.  »be 
utUtze'd  as  a  short  cut  to  more  suc- 
cessful   practice. 

RancherB  often  complain  that  ranch 
butter  does  not  oommaivi  as  high  a 
price  in  thu  market  as  the  creamery* 
product,  and  those  whoso  methods  are 
modern  and  sanitary  undoubtedly  have 
a  grievance  against  the  slovenly  farm- 
er who  gets  them  all  a  bad  nume,  but 
thla  will  not  be  remedied  until  all 
alike  awake  to  the  lmi)ortance  of  the 
points  laid  down  In  bulletin  No.  3  2  on 
"The  Care  of  Crenm  for  Uuttermaklnp." 
This  commences  with  the  health  and 
foi'dlnff  of  the  cows  and  follows  the 
subject  through  the  various  stakes  "f 
milking,  separating,  storing  and  de- 
livering the  cream,  eAch  section  being 
dealt  with  from  the  standpoint  of  the 
man  on  he  job  rather  than  of  the  of- 
ficial In  an  office.  The  results  of  e.x- 
porlmcnts  conducted  on  farms  and  in 
creameries  are  given  to  show  the  ad- 
vantages of  separating  a  rich  cream, 
properly  cooling  and  storing  It,  as  well 
as  of  making  frequent  (deliveries.  The 
bulletin  says:  "Keeping  tlie  cream  for 
longer  than  two  days  at  the  farms  ha.s: 
no  doubt,  much  to  do  with  the  old 
cream  flavor  so  common  In  gathered 
cream  butter,  and  we  can  scarcely  ex- 
pect to  have  this  defect  remedied  so 
lonK  as  cream  is  gathered  less  tham 
three  times  each   week." 

Each  creamery  aaaoclation  can  ob- 
tain sufTicient  copies  to  supply  each 
patron  on  application  to  the  publica- 
tions branch  of  the  department  of 
agriculture   at    Ottawa. 

Confar«aca  of  Txuit  Orowcrs 

According  to  statisiks  Kleanuii  from 
the  1911  census  of  Ciuiada,  the  total 
capital  value  of  the  fruit  growing  In- 
dustry in  British  Columbia,  Ontario, 
Quebec  and  the  maritime  provinces  i.s 
in  round  numbers.  $12,000,000.  This  Is 
the  estimate  worked  out  by  the  chief 
of  the  markets  division  of  the  dairy 
Jind  cold  storage  branch  of  the  di'part- 
mont  of  agriculture,  and  published  in 
the  printed  report  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  third  conference  of  fruit  grow- 
ers of  Canada^  held  In  Ottawa  last 
l^-ebruary.  This  conference.  which 
lasted  three  days,  was  a  very  Impor- 
tant one  from  many  standpoints  as  It 
was  busily  engaged  during  Its  six  ses- 
sions with  matters  of  greatest  moment 
to  the  great  and  growing  Industry  re- 
presented. Among  the  subj'ccts  dealt 
with  were,  co-operation,  new  fruits,  re- 
frigeration, fruit  packages,  amend- 
ments to  the  inspection  and  sale  act, 
transportation,  cron  and  ,  markfct  re- 
ports, etc.  In  atlditlon  a  number  of 
addresses  were  delivered  by  .such  not- 
(»able  met!  as  the  prime  minister,  the 
Hon.  Martin  Burrcll,  minister  of  agri- 
culture. hlm.<»,elf  a  large  fniit  grower, 
and  Dr.  "James  W.  Robertson.  In 
order  to  give  the  fruit  growers  and 
others  Interested  In  the  Industry  in  all 
parts  of  Canada  the  benefit  of  this  con- 
ference, the  Hon.  Mr.  Bum-ell.  minis- 
ter of  agriculture,  has  authorized  the 
printing,  of  several  thou.sand  copies  of 
the  report  which  will  lie  .sent  free 
while  the  supply  lasts  to  those  who 
apply  for  It  to  the  publications  branch, 
department  of  agriculture,  Ottawa. 
Th«  T*r«tabl«  aardMi 

When  parliament  was  In  session  a 
number  of  very  useful  papers  on  agri- 
cultural topics  were  read  by  prominent 
authorities  before  the  standing  com- 
mittee' of  the  senate,  on  agriculurc  and 
forestry.  One  of  these  by  W".  Saxby 
Blair,  professor  of  horticulture.  Mac- 
donald  coUexe,  Quebec,  deals  with  the 
growing  of  garden  vegetables.  After 
pointing  out  certain  Important  details 
more  or  less  common  in'  their  applica- 
tion to  all  vegetable  crops,  the  author 
follows  with  more  specific  Informa- 
tion relative  to  the  growing  of  many 
of  the  principal  vegetable  crops  grown 
In  this  country.  Among  other  Impor- 
tant points  taken  up  are  the  construc- 
tion and  management  of  hot  beds  and 
cold  frames,  kinds  and  application  of 
manures,  tillage,  successlonal  sow-, 
Ings,  etc.  Among  tlie  crops  dealt  with' 
are  tomatoes,  anions,  cnull flower,  cel- 
ery, melons,  parsnips,  beets,  salsify, 
egg  plants,  spioaoh,  sweet  herbs,  aspar- 
agus, etc.  Of  all  these  and  others  de- 
sirable varieties  are  named.  This  pa- 
per is  issued  as  a  pamphlet  of  17 
tlages  and  is  being  distributed  free  by 
the  publications  branch  of  the  depart- 
ment of  agriculture  at  Ottawa.

Those  who  have  followed  the  work 
of  Dr.  James  W.  Robertson  on  behalf 
of  agriculture  are  aware  of  his  con- 
fidence In  the  value  of  Illustration  or 
demonstration  in  the  teaching  of  bet- 
ter methods  of  farming.

During'  the  past  sesaloB  of  parlia- 
ment ^T.  Robertson  laid  this  matter 
before  the  select  standing  conunlttee 
on  agriculture  and  colonization  of  the 
house  of  commons.  In  hie  address  he 
pointed  out  that  arrangements  are  be- 
ing made  whereby  the  Illustration 
farms  will  receive  visits  two  or  three 
times  a.  year  from  two  of  the  best  ex- 
perts on  farming  in  the  whole  coun- 
try. The  visits  will  be  made  for  in- 
vestigation, for  counsel,  for  advice, 
for  making  plans,  all  within  the  means 
and  the  desire  of  the  farmer  himself. 
The  object  of  this  work  Is  to  bring 
about  better  farming,  bett'er  business 
and  better  living.  A  large  Issue  of  Dr. 
Robertson's  address  has  been  printed 
for  free  distribution  by  the  public # 
tions  branch,  department  of  agricul- 
ture  at  Ottawa. 

Sheep    Husbandry 

Coincident  with  a  number  of  other 
active  agencifiB  designed  to  revive  the 
sheep  raising  Industry  In  Canada,  there 
has  been  Issued  by  the  Ua'c  stock 
branch  of  tlie  department  of  agrlcul- 
tuie  a  new  edition  of  that  exhaustive 
and  iirficllcul  ircalist  Slieep  Hus- 
bandry in  Canada,'  whlcli  received 
such  a  warm  reception  some  four 
years  ago.  This  work  of  126  payes. 
which  constitutes  a  report  as  well  as 
a  helpful  bulletin  of  instruction, 
covers  the  hlstocy  and  condition  of  the 
sheep  industry  in  every  province, 
pointing  out  the  weak  pointy  and  of- 
fering useful  information  for  the 
guidance  of  older  sheplierdji  as  well  as 
those  who  are  Just  beginning,  or  desire 
to  begin,  raising  mutton  and  wool.  In 
this  work  the  author,  who  is  a  trained 
sheep  man,  brings  out  clearly  the  great 
advantages  of  keeping  sheep  from  the 
dual  standpoint  of  direct  profit  in 
ca.sh  returns,  and  the  even  more  Im- 
portant indirect  one  of  cleaner  farms, 
and  better  crops.  Then  there  is  a 
special  section,  'from  the  block  to  the 
table'  designed  to  popularize  the  con- 
sumption of  mutton  and  lamb.  Other 
sections  deal  with  w'eed  destruction  by 
sheep,  diseases,  wool,  housing,  enemies, 
breeds  arid_  breeding,  feeds  and  feed- 
ing, and  other  important  matters. 
Under  'The  Industry  In  the  Different 
Provinces'  some  startling  new  facts, 
concerning  the  profits  made  from 
sheep,  are  brought  out.  It  is  shown 
that  a  flock  of  about  150  ewes  worth 
$6  each,  after  houslrig,  feeding  and 
care  were  charged  a^last  them,  gave 
In  1911  a.  profit  of  more  than  »600.  This 
occurred    on   a    Manitoba   wheat   farm.

RETURNED  TO 

QUEBEC  DAMAGED 


Passenger's  Graphic  Story  of 
the  Incidents  Which  Fol- 
lowed Impact  With  Sunken 
Freighter 


QUEBEC,  July  29.— (R.  M.  S.  Em- 
press of  Brltuin.  which  left  port  Fri- 
day with  700  passengers,  returned  this 
inornlnK:  after  sinking  the  steam  loI- 
lier  Helvetia  in  collision  at  4.40  ii.ni. 
Saturday,  between  Cupe  Magdalene 
and  Fame  Point,  about  300  miles  east. 
The.  accident  occurred  during  fog.  The 
bow  of  the  liner  was  stove  In,  and  the 
passengers,  most  of  whom  were  on 
deck,  were  greatly  excited,  as  the  big 
steamer  shivered  from  end  to  end  with 
the  lurcc  -xjf  the~lHvi 
and  crew  calmly  allayed  fears  and 
averted  a  panic. 

All  on  board  the  Helvetia  were 
saved.  Investigation  of  the  damage 
sustained  hy  the  liner  then  took  place, 
and  f'aptain  Murray  deiided  to  put 
about  and  steam  sl(nvl\-  liack  to  imrt. 
Panaenger's  Story 

A  graphic  account  'if  the  collision 
was  given  by  Very  Rev.  Dr.  Burke,  a 
passenger.  He  said:  "I  was  on  the 
deck  at  the  moment,  and  saw  every- 
thing that  tran.'spired  as  well  as  it 
could  be  seen.  The  sea  was  calm.  an<l 
a  great  veil  of  fog  hung  over  it  con- 
tinuously. We  were  near  to  the  Gaspe 
coaf?t,  much  nearer  when  the  fog  rose 
than  appeared  comfortable.  It  was  a 
quarter  to  five  when  I  went  out  on 
the  deck.  Our  horn  sounded  its  dismal 
alarm,  and  immediately  came  the 
answer  from  something  Immedia tiily 
under  our  bow.  The  black  form  of  a 
collier  rose  out  of  the  thick  mist,  and 
we  crashed  into  i't  amld.<ihips  and 
I>loughed  our  way  squarely  across  its 
beam.  I  knew  something  serious  had 
occurred,  altliough  the  impact  was  not 
such  as  to  arouse  general  alarm  in 
Itself.  The  whistle  and  crash,  how- 
ever, brought  everjdnc  quickly  to  the 
deck. 

"Our  ship  was  bridged  upon  Its  vic- 
tim and  stayed  there  as  long  as  .she 
could.  The  crew  of  the  doomed  Ves- 
sel knew  there  was  little  time  to  fipare. 
They  climbed  up  over  the  bow  into  the 
Emi)ress.  There  was  a  woman  and 
girl  among  them,  and  these  heUJ  on 
the  rope  like  the  men  and  were  pulled 
on  board  our  ship.  The  stokers  camo 
out  of  the  hoUIs,  then  rushed  into  the 
forward  quarters  and  came  rp  the 
ropes  to  our  deck. 

"The  whole  rrew  was  on  lieck  inside 
of  ten  minutes.  By  this  time  it  was 
apparent  that  the  Helvetia  was  sinking 
fast.  The  water  filled  the  coal-laden 
hold,  and  she  was  down  hy  the  stern 
rapidly.  We  tried  to  get  away  from 
her,  but  we  were  so  firmly  embedded 
that  we  could  not  extricate  ourselves. 
"Was  Wo  Panic 

"There  was  no  panic  among  our 
people.  One  woman  swooned  in  the 
steerage,  but,  apart  from  this,  there 
was  no  demonstration  whatever.  Most 
people  had  gone  to  their  cabins,  and 
we  put  on  our  overcoats  for  an  emer- 
gency, but  while  we  were  prepared  to 
sink,  all  felt  that  it  would  not  be  so 
sudden  as  to  preclude  preparation  for 
the  worst. 

"The  Helvetia  was  now  down  to  the 
porthn'es,  and  through  then-,  the  water 
poured  in  upon  the  decks.  The  com- 
motion raused  by  our  propellers 
quickly  filled  up  these  to  the  gunwale 
and  she  lurched  and  began  to  go  down 
stern  foremost,  tho  bow  .stuck  up  in 
the  air  and  canted  towards  us.  A\"e 
held  her  like  a  wedge.  I  was  afraid 
she  might  fall  in  upon  us  In  the  final 
plunge.  She  had  to  tear  Away  o\ir 
plates  when  this  latter  happene;!.  We 
had  a  whole  square  of  steel  attached 
to  our  hows.  Down  tfhe  went,  and  we 
surged  and  settled  liko  a  now  vessel 
from  the  ways,  and  were  free.  There 
was  no  great  displacement'  of  water. 
no  commotion  whatever.  Just  a  little 
cloud  of  escaping  steam  from  her  en- 
gines and   down  she  went. 

"We  looked  to  our  damage,  which 
was  considerable,  and,  pointing  our 
nose  again  towards  Quebec,  we  crept 
back  quietly  in  our  I  racks.  The  shore 
was  hugged  assiduously,  lest  anything 
untoward  might  make  it  necessary  for 
us  to  land.  We  were  nil  amazed  and 
thrilled  at  the  sudden  accident,  and, 
of  course,  disappointed  about  our  pro- 
gress, but  nobody  complained.  Indeed, 
all  paw  another  a-wful  tragedy  over 
again  in  this  one,  and.  with  thankful- 
ness to  God,  Joined  In  the  service  on 
Sunda.v  most  heartily." 

The  Helvetia  wan  the  most  modern 
collier  in  the  Dominion  r'oal  comp.in.s's 
fleet.  She  was  built  only  last  .vear.  on 
fh«  Tyne.  She  was  .37.S  feet  long,  :,2 
feet  beam,  with  a  depth  of  .Tl  feet.  At 
tho  time  of  the  collision  she  had  a  car- 
go of  8000  tons  of  coal.  The  HeUevIa 
Is  not  the  property  of  the  Dominion 
r'oal  Co.,  but  had -been  chartered  from 
Lowden  &  Co.  Up  to  the  present  the 
Dominion  Coal  Co.  has  K'^eti  no  esti- 
mate of  the  losji,  but  the  vessel  Is  fully 
Insured.

The  YsalKil  May  was  in 
company  with  a  tlnited  States  fishing 
vfssei  which  was  fishing  inside  the 
limit.  The  smoke  of  a  steamer  was  seen 
and  tho  wary  poacliers  i)icked  up  tiieir 
dories  'luickly  and  proceeded  full  Sjieed 
to  the  open  sea.  The  smoke  was  that 
of  a  coaster  and  when  it  passed  the 
poachers  returned   Insir.e   the  line. 

The  Ysabel  May  will  have  some  re- 
pairs made  to  her  engine  and  will  rf- 
turn    to    the    Island    coast.
